or other warm refreshment, rings fora 
lighted samovar aud prepares bis own 
beverage if he is not fortunate enough 
to possess a wife to do if for him. 
With the lady 
managing a fiery, 
fuming samovar and her lord smoking 
innumerable cigarettes, with perhaps a 
visitor to help. one eau easily imagine 
not forgetting the hermetically sealed 
windows—the 
atmosphere 
in 
which 
some worthy Russians go to bed.”

rage increase in efficiency wa* esti­ 
mated at 35.1 iper cent. 
The rural mail carriers reported 
that for weeks at a time public roads 
are made Impassable for loads ave­ 
raging one and one-half tons.

farmers, who are kept from market 
elties, are heavy sufferers.
